Hr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  the  absence  of  a  full-time  medical  officer  of  health  I  have  the 
honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1969. 
After  a  short  sojourn  •with  your  council  and  other  adjoining  areas  Dr. 
Murdoch  resigned  in  September  on  beirg  promoted  to  a  post  in  Cambridgeshire 
and  Isle  of  Ely.  Ther&  has  been  continued  difficulties  in  being  able  to 
replace  him  because  of  many  factors  over  which  the  council  as  such  have 
little  control  at  the  present  time.  The  probable  delay  over  local 
government  and  the  national  health  service  re-organisation  together  -with 
recurrirg  troubles  over  conditions  of  employment  have  created  an  air  of 
uncertainty  amongst  public  health  doctors  which  is  affecting  morale  and 
recruitment .  Accordingly,  I  have  been  talking  the  responsibility  of  the 
post  and  sharirg  the  work  which  does  arise  vdth  colleagues  in  the 
administrative  county. 

The  birth  rate  is  again  higher  than  that  of  the  country  as  a 
whole .  It  was  19.0  as  compared  vdth  16.3  for  England  and  'wales. 

The  death  rate  v/as  at  a  lov/  figure  of  6.2  as  compared  vdth  the  national 
figure  of  11.1.  The  total  infant  mortality  deaths,  that  is  to  say 
the  number  of  live  bom  infants  who  died  before  their  first  birthday, 
v/as  11  per  thousand  as  compared  vdth  18  for  England  and  Males .  This 
is  a  most  satisfactory  result  of  the  care,  medical  and  social,  which 
is  available  to  the  young  grovdng  population  of  the  community. 

The  staff  of  the  public  health  department  and  in  particular  the 
public  health  inspector  have  been  most  assiduous  in  their  efforts 
to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  sanitation  throughout  the  area.  In 
addition,  my  personal  thanks  are  due  to  your  Clerk,  Mr.  Fred  Dannatt 
for  his  continued  tolerance  and  encouragement  given  to  me  over  the 
years.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


(a)  LABORATORY  SERVICES.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Tennis 
Court  Road,  Cambridge,  provides  an  excellent  bacteriological  service  and 
most  readily  discusses  and  advises  on  any  epidemiological  or  similar 
problem.  Dr.  S.  Greenburgh,  Public  Analyst,  Tenison  Road,  Cambridge, 
gives  a  similar,  efficient,  helpful  service  when  chemical  analyses  are 
requested. 


(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.  These  services  since  July,  1953,  have  been 
provided  directly  by  the  County  Council  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  D.  A. 
McCracken,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


(c)  NURSING-  IN  THE  HOME.  The  Nest  Suffolk  County  Council  District 
Nur s e -Mi dwi ve s  carry  out  these  duties. 


(d)  HOSPITALS .  Of  the  553  live  births  in  1969  to  Mildenhall  residents 
144  took  place  at  the  Newmarket  General  Hospital. 

Of  the  190  deaths,  95  occurred  outside  the  District  (92  in  Hospitals). 


(e)  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.  The  Nest  Suffolk  County  Council  hold

The  Council  continued  with  their  programme  of  providing  modern 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  systems  within  the  district  and  the  follov/ing 
progress  was  made  during  the  year. 

Nest  Row  Sewerage  Scheme 

Construction  work  on  this  scheme  commenced  in  August,  1963  and  was  completed 
in  July,  1969. 

Barton  Mills  and  Jorlington  Sewerage  Schemes 

Construction  work  on  schemes  for  these  villages  commenced  in  September,  1968 
and  was  completed  in  October,  1 969 - 

Freckenham  Village  Sewerage  Scheme 

This  scheme  received  ministry  approval,  tenders  were  obtained  and  construction 
work s  commenced  in  July,  1  969. 

Mildenhall  Sewage,  Norks  Extension. 

The  Council  have  known  for  some  time  that,  due  to  population  growth  and  Town 
Development  in  Mildenhall,  extensions  to  the  existing  sewage  treatment  works 
would  be  necessary.  A  scheme  was  therefore  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and 
after  approval  etc.  construction  work  commenced  in  June,  1  9&9. 

Red  Lodge  and  Herring  swell  Sewerage  Schemes 

Schemes  for  both  villages  were  submitted  for  Ministry  approval  in  January  and 
April,  1969  respectively.  Following  a  Idnistry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
enquiry  in  September,  19&9  approval  has  been  given  to  invite  tenders  for  both 
villages  after  the  1st  of  January,  1970. 

Cavenham  Village  Sewerage  Scheme 

A  scheme  to  serve  Cavenham  Village  was  submitted  for  approval  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  November,  1  9^9- 

Brandon  -  Extension  to  sewage  works  and  sewers. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  gave  consideration  to  the  above  scheme. 
This  is  necessary  because  of  increased  population  and  development  in  the  Brandon 
area. 

Future  Sewerage  Schemes 

The  areas  named  overleaf  remain  un sewered,  and  obviously  the  absence  of  a 
sewerage  system  in  any  village  must  give  ruse  to  varying  degrees  of  pollution 
and  more-over  restricts  the  modernisation  of  a  number  of  houses  where  full 
modern  amenities  are  lacking.  The  Council's  policy  is  to  sewer  all  parishes 
and  the  list  is  arranged  in  order  of  priority.

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  the  introduction  of  a  pilot 
scheme  of  refuse  collection,  using  the  paper  sack  system,  on  the  first 
stage  of  Brandon’s  overspill  housing  estate.  Improvements  in  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  house-hold  refuse,  in  some  rural  districts,  is  long  overdue 
and  the  Council  felt  that  the  experience  gained  from  such  a  scheme  would 
prove  helpful.

Crude  tipping  and  burning  is  the  medthod  of  refuse  disposal  adopted 
throughout  the  district  vdth  the  exception  of  Herring  swell ,  In  Herrirg  swell 
crude  tipping  is  carried  out  but  the  practice  of  burning  refuse  had  to  be 
stopped  because  of  the  public  health  nuisance  it  caused  in  the  nearby 
village. 


This  .method  of  refuse  disposal,  which  is  inseparable  from  nuisance 
and  rat  and  fly  infestations,  has  nothing  to  coiunend  it  from  a  public 
health  point  of  vievr  and  its  very  nature  demands  constant  surveillance 
to  keep  rat  infestations  under  control  and  regular  spraying  with  insect¬ 
icide  is  essential  to  prevent  flies  breeding. 


The  disposal  of  ceptic  tank  contents  gave  rise  to  complaints  from 
time  to  time,  but  as  the  installation  of  sewerage  schemes  and  modern 
sewage  disposal  plants  progresses  this  type  of  complaint  should  become 
less.

One  hundred  and  sixty  six  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  under  the 
Pood  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1 96 0  for  purposes  of  inspection 
and  advice.  As  a  result  of  the  inspections  fifty  two  letters  were 
sent  out  drawing  attention  to  several  infringements  in  most  cases. 

The  analysis  shows  regulations  six  and  twenty- three  to  be  the 
most  commonly  infringed,  indicating  a  disturbing  lack  of  basic  cleanliness.

There  are  a  number  of  itinerant  caravan  dwellers  viio  frequent  the 
District  but  they  did  not  cause  any  serious  public  health  problems  during 
the  year.  Complaints  have  been  received  about  these  nomadic  people  but 
complaints  are  made  because  they  are  there  and  not  for  any  specific  public 
health  reason. 

Part  Two  of  the  above  Act,  which  provides  for  the  provision  of 
sites  by  County  Councils,  Borough  Councils  and  London  Borough  Councils, 
came  into  force  while  this  report  was  being  prepared  and  the  designated 
authorities  are  required  to  give  notice  to  the  appropriate  minister  by 
the  30th  of  September,  1970  describing  the  number  and  location  of  sites 
proposed  to  be  provided  by  them  and  the  number  of  caravans  that  each  •vri.ll 

accommodate. 
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GENERAL  MATTERS  OF  INSPECTION 


ANIMAL  BOARDING-  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  ,  1963 

Two  establishments  within  the  district  had.  their  licences  renewed, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Routine  inspections  carried  out  during 
the  year  showed,  that  some  conditions  of  licence  were  not  being  observed 
and  generally  both  premises  were  found  to  be  very  unsatisfactory.  The 
department  pursued  the  matter  to  bring  about  an  improvement  in  the 
conditions  in  both  premises. 

One  of  the  establishments  has  since  been  taken  over  by  new  management 
and  is  now  a  model  of  cleanliness  and  good  order.  The  other  is  not  yet  up 
to  standard  and  further  action  is  being  considered. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 


No  applications  for  prior  approval  relating  to  new  furnaces  were 
received. 


Four  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  concerning  black  smoke 
and  smoke  smuts  arising  from  the  burning  of  waste  materials.  The  premises 
concerned  were  the  same  on  each  occasion  and  the  immediate  co-operation  of 
management  was  obtained  in  abating  the  nuisance.  Smoke  emission  lasted 
for  very  short  periods. 

DISINFEST  AT  ION 

In  addition  to  work  done  on  rodent  control  and  routine  treatment  of

FOOD  AND  DRIJG-S  ACT.  1955 

A  local  dairy  asked  for  the  department’s  assistance  in  dealing  with 
several  complaints  they  had  received  of  a  taste  of  bitterness  in  a  bate  l 
of  sterilized  milk  delivered  in  the  Brandon  area  m  June.  Investigations 
carried  out  by  the  department  did  not  reveal  any  cause,  for  complaint  and 
this  was  supported  by  a  report  on  the  milk  by  the  Public  Analys  .  e 

cause  for  the  complaints  remains  a  mystery. 


Ho  other  complaints  of  unsound  food  were  received  during  the  year 
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POOD  POISONING  AMD  IMPECTIOUS  DISEASES 


One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year.  The 
patient,  a  71  year  old  retired  person,  contracted  salmonella  food 
poisoning  while  on  holiday  and  through  liaison  with  the  health 
authorities  for  the  area  in  which  he  had  been  on  holiday  the  case 
was  followed  up  by  the  Council’s  health  department  and  effective 
control  was  therefore  maintained. 

NOISE  ABATEI.ENT  ACT.  I960 

Five  complaints  of  noise  'were  received  during  the  year,  all  arising 
from  barking  dogs.  Pour  of  these  were  dealt  with  informally  by  the 
department  and  the  remaining  one,  following  advice  from  your  officers  was 
successfully  dealt  with  under  the  Act  by  three  aggrieved  householders 
through  a  solicitor,  in  a  magistrates  court. 

FET  ANIMALS  ACT ,  1 951 

One  application  for  a  licence  to  keep  a  pet  shop  was  granted  by  the 
Council.  The  applicant  sells  budgerigars,  tame  mice  and  hamsters. 

SLAUCHTERKOUSSS  ACT.  1958 

The  owner  of  the  one  remaining  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  found 
it  increasingly  difficult  to  operate  Ms  premises  a.s  a  slaughterhouse  and 
to  keep  them  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene) 
Regulations,  1953.  Due  to  lack  of  use  and  maintenance,  the  buildings 
and  equipment  deteriorated  and  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  the  owner 
decided  to  discontinue  using  it  as  a  slaughterhouse. 

The  licence  has  not  been  renewed  and  the  premises  have  been  removed 
from  the  Ministry’s  list  of  slaughterhouses. 

KNACKERS  YARDS 


There  is  only  one  knackers  yard  within  the  district  and  throughout 
the  year  several  visits  have  been  made. 

Close  co-operation  between  the  owner  and  the  public  health  department 
has  led  to  an  improvement  in  the  general  standard  of  the  yard,  although 
st rue tur ally  it  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

At  the  time  of  compiling  this  report  indications  of  a  proposed  new 
knackers  yard,  incorporating  modern  standards,  have  been  received  and  the 
advice  and  guidance  of  the  department  has  been  requested. 
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SCHOOL  SJUMINCr  POOLS 


There  are  seven  outdoor  smmming  pools  in  the  district  located  at 
schools  in  Brandon,  Erisv/ell,  Lakenheath,  Mildenhall,  Moulton,  Sedge  Pen 
and  Tuddenheon. 

Regular  testing  of  the  \7ater  is  carried  out  by  the  Heights  and 
Measures  Department  of  the  west  Suffolk  County  Council  to  ensure  that 
adequate  standards  of  purity  are  maintained. 

School  staff  are  instructed  in  the  use  of  the  equipment  necessary 
to  maintain  the  recommended  standards . 
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
